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Consumers of Electricity Will 
Get Bills Every Two Months 


At a counci] meeting held on Mon- 
day evening, a rezolution that the 
Calgary Power Company bill do- 
mestic, commercial and  standacd 
power consumers in the town every 
two months instead of every month, 
was pasced. It was explained by the 
Power “ompany that they were ex- 
periencing more and more difficulty 
in getting monthly bills out on time, 
and that conditions were bijcoming 
worse due to one-third cut in paper 
supplies recently ordered by the 
printing and publishing controller. 
Tha billing of consumers every two 
months instead of every month woud 
provide a satisfactory solution. The 
change will result in lessened use of 
gasoline and rubber and will enable 
local managers to devote more time 
to the improvement of the service. 
This changa will not in any way ai- 
fect: the cost of the service, the dif- 
ference will be that the customer will 
pay only six bills per year instead of 
twelve. If for budgeting reasons the 
customer wishas to pay, monthly he 
may do so in the amount of one-half 
of the previous bill. It is expected 
thiat the change will be put into ef- 
fect shortly. 

Several by-laws were given final 
readings. ‘These were in connection 
with the leasing of cqrtain lands to 
the Board of Trade for a park and 
swimming pool and the payment of a 
grant to the Board of Trade. 

The police report indicated that a 
number of warnings had ibeen given 
foy improper parking of vehicles. A 
number of complaints on account of 
theft from gardens had been investi- 
gated and dealt with. Thq breaking 
in at the post office and the Gleichen 
Pharmacy had been brought to u 
conclusion and the culprits responsiLle 
have been arrested and sentenced. 
Most of the stolen property had beea 
xecovered and returned to the owner, 
hava curbed 
many traffic violations in town. A 
close watch is being kept on all 
freight trains in order that undesir- 
able persons may be kept under sur- 
gurveillance as quite a numbar vf 
transients are passing through in sn 
endaavor to locate farm work. The <v- 
operation of the public towards the 
traffic regulations has been such that 
presecutions have not been necessary 

Only ‘two appeals against the 
1944 assessment were takqn to the 
Alberta; Assessment Commission and 
one of, these was allowed a slight ree 
duction, : 

An account of the Westgrn Irriga- 
tion for the supply, of water to the 
irrigation lake amounting to $350 for 
the season was passed. In this con- 
nection, the amount stated at first 
was to be $250 a year but was later 
raised to $350.

OVERSEAS PARCELS 
SHOULD BE SENT 
SOON AS POSSIBLE 


“Do not open unti] Christmas.” 
That exciting phrasq should soon be 
making its appearance on parcel 
mail despite the fact that many 
places in Canada are just recovering 
from the hottest sel] on record.’ Post- 
master Genera] ‘William P. Mulock 
advises that it is time to make plans 
for Christmas gift parcels to mem- 
bers of the Armed Forces Overseas, 
The Christmas mailing period this 
year is September 15 to October 25. 

Naturally parcels sent to those 
serving in thea more remote theatres 
of war should be sent the earliest, 
Suggested deadline mailing dates are: 

September 15—the far East, India, 
Burma, Ceylon, etc. ; 

October 5—'The Middle East area, 
Egypt, Iran, Irac, Syria, etc. y 

October 10—Central Mediterran- 
ean Forces. 

October 25—The United Kingdom 
and France. 

In view of the rapid progress of the 
war these dates might possibly no 
subject to change. 

Last Christmas season, October, 
November and December, over 12,+ 
000,000 Ibs. of parcel mail alone 
were dezpatched to the forces over- 
seas from Canada. This year an even 
greater volume is expected. There~ 
fore, early mailing is necessary to 
enable postal officials to copa wit 
the handling, and to carry out ar- 
Tangements fcr transportation on 
trains and ships. Remember that 
cargo space is still at a premium, 
Bear in mind this year that the mail 
must travel greater distances—many 
of our troops are further afield—on 
different fronts fighting under con- 
ditions of mobile warfare—plenty of 
time must be allowed between mail- 
ing and dejivery. Picture the 
chaos if everyone should wait till 
the last minute to mail. Postal 
authorities would be faced with tho 
impossible task of providing suffl- 
cient space aboard the last ships 
leaving in time to emsure Christmas 
delivery. The result would mean a 
cheerless Christmas Day for thous- 
to 
getting their Christmas gifts in time. 

A suggestion to further help our 
boys and girls on active service re- 
ceive’ their gifts from home is to 
voluntarily cut down, as far as poss- 
ible, on the size of the package, even 
though the maximum weight at the 
special] rate of 12 cents per pound is 
11 pounds, ‘This will enable authori- 
ties to ship a greater number of par- 
cels in the cargo space available.

| Education Int Wartime 


IN CRITICAL TIMES such as we have experienced since 1939, it is 
natural that public interest should be concentrated mainly on the war effort, 
and that all available human and material resources should likewise be 
devoted to this end. Canada has made a notable and wholehearted con- 
tribution towards an Allied victory, and the Canadian people have willingly 
accepted their share of sacrifice and sorrow. Such an all-out war effort 
has drawn heavily on our normal reserves of labour and materials, and has, 
of necessity, brought about the curtailment of many peace time services. 
Some of these curtailments have concerned luxury items which the public 
could give up without serious inconvenience. Others, however, have involved 
more essential services, and have given rise to urgent and complex problems.

Education is an important public service which 
Effect Of War has been seriously affected by the labour shortage 
On Education during the past five years. When the war com- 
menced, many teachers left their class rooms to 
serve in the armed forces or to work in war industries. In addition, many 
hundreds of young men and women who, under normal conditions would 
have entered the teaching profession, undertook some form of war service. | 
These conditions have caused an alarming shortage of qualified teachers | 
in Canadian schools, and a resulting drop in the level of educational | 
standards throughout the Dominion. The Wartime Information Board, at| 
Ottawa, has conducted a survey of Canadian schools and universities in 
wartime, and the report on this survey has recently been made public, It 
presents some interesting facts concerning the present shortage of trained 
teachers in our elementary and secondary schools.

Lack of a sufficient number of qualified teachers 
Standards Have has led to a temporary relaxation, by the prov- 
Been Relaxed inces, of the usual requirements for teachers’ | 

diplomas, and the result has been, according to 
the survey, that during the academic year 1943-44, over 100,000 Canadian | 
school children were taught by teachers who did not have full professional 
qualifications. Since the beginning of the war, over 5,000 “stop gap” in- 
structors have been employed and during the same period, 635 class rooms | 
were closed because of the teacher shortage. Efforts have been made to 
improve the situation. Teachers’ salaries have increased considerably since 
1942 in most parts of the Dominion, and since July, 1943, teachers have 
been frozen in their profession. It is apparent, however, that a serious 
-problem exists in our schools, and that its effect on the standard of educa- 
tion is regrettable. 


Snapshots Raise Morale; Mainstay Of Future 


British Servicemen Get Snapshots Of 
Their Families 
Servicemen like to have pictures 
of their families in familiar home 
surroundings rather than against the 
formal studio background. Every) 
branch of the Y.M.C.A., in base towns 
or even mobile canteens, is acting as| 
an orter office to supply such pic- | 
tures. The men make their applica- 
tions, which are forwarded to Lon- 
don headquarters. Then a corps of 
1,500 amateur photographers goes 
into action. They are volunteers who 
joined this scheme and who, in their 
spare time, visit the homes of ser- 
vicemen .to take snapshots. Even 
General Montgomery has faken ad- 
vantage of the plan. One of the 
amateur photographers visited his 
son's school and, at Montgomery’s 
request, forwarded the latest snap- 

shot of the boy. 


Britain Turning To Youth And Mak- 
ing Plans For Educational 
Reforms 
It is to youth that Britain is turn- 
ing now as the mainstay of the fu- 
ture. It is evident that if all the 
educational reforms that are being, 
debated are put into operation Bri- 
tain will lead the world by a com- 
fortable margin in this field, and will 
have the most literate and best-edu- 
cated general public known in any 
country. The conclusion is inescap- 
able that this is precisely what the 
British people intend to become. 
Britain will emerge from the war 
with a small population compared 
‘with some of the other countries, and 
she must make the most of what she 
has. The post-war problem in this 
country will be somewhat different, 
and Britain’s educational reforms 
need not necessarily represent the 
best solution of our education ques- 
tions, Nevertheless the trend to edu- 
cate the public to the highest pos- 
sible point seems a sound plan for 
any country. The British experiment 
will be watched with the greatest 

interest.—Montreal Gazette.

Invented By Hungarian 
New Fountain Pen Works 
Principle Of Printing Press 


News of a sensationally successful 
new fountain pen called Stratopen, 
which uses a ball bearing instead of 
a pen point comes from Argentina.

Japanese Policies 
The United Nations Information 
Organization said that Axis plans 
for the next war, “if they lose this 
one’, were factors behind German 
ang Japanese slave-labor policies in 
overrun countries of Europe and the 
Far East. " 
In a 10,000-word statement on 
“Slave Labor and Deportation”, re- 
leased in London and here, the agency 
said the number of enslaved foreign 
workers in Germany which ‘cannot 
accurately be gauged .. . must reach 
7,000,000.” 
The report also said there were in- 
dications that 5,000,000 North Chinese

laborers had been turned into forced 


labor in Manchuria or Japan by the 
end of 1942, 

Besides bolstering current war 
production totalitarian slave labor 
practices were designed to weaken 
“the national vitality of the coun- 
tries to be ruled by a victorious Axis 
or to be fought against in the next 
war, which the Axis powers plan if 
they lose this one”, the report said. 


The agency said the Germans, 
baulked in their efforts to recruit 
manpower in occupied territories 


through cajolery and propaganda, 
had resorted to conscription and mass 
deportations “often with extreme 
penalties for resistance.” 

An estimated 200,000 French and 
between 80,000 and 100,000 Nether-| 
lands men were in hiding to escape 
the Nazi labor call-up, it said. | 

In describing the operation of the! 
Nazi forced-labor system the report, 
said: 

“Many hundreds of thousands of} 
Soviet prisoners of war and civilians 
—men, women and even children— 
have been forcibly deported to Ger-' 
many, to work in German war indus- | 
tries and for individual German citi- 
zens to whom they have been vir- 
tually sold at slave markets.” 

“Flogging or decapitation of re- 
calcitrants” have been used by the 
Japanese to spur forced labor in Java, 
it stated. 

Other evidences of the Japanese 
program cited in the report included 
a decree ordering 8,972,900 Filipinos 
to do one day’s work a week without 
pay and the forced employment of 
Burmese oil field workers at less 
than one-sixth their daily wage rate 
before the occupation. 

Listed among the German con- 
scripted slave labor supply on the 
basis of estimates from 1942 to the 
present were: 500,000-600,000 .Bel- 
gians; more than 900,000 Czechs; 
60,000-65,000 Greeks, of whom 40,- 
000 were deported to Bulgaria; 420,- 
000 Netherlanders, of whom 40,000 
were sent to Belgium and Northern 
France; 100,000 Norwegians; 1,700,- 
000 Poles; 710,000 Soviet Ukraine 
citizens, and at least 200,000 Yugo- 
Slavs.

African Councils In Move To Develop 
Political Responsibility 

The Secretary of State for the 
Colonies has approved the setting up 
of an African Provincial Council in 
each of the two provinces of Nyasa- 
land. These councils, which will be 
advisory, and composed of chiefs and 
other responsible African members, 
under the presidency of the Provincial 
Commissioner, are intended to facill- 
tate consultation between the Gov- 
ernment and the African population 
through their leaders, to provide a 
ready and authoritative means for 
the expression of African opinion, 
and to promote the development of 
political responsibility among Afri- 
cans, It is intended in due course to 
establish an African Council for the 
whole protectorate, when the Gov- 
ernor considers that the provincial 
councils have made sufficient pro- 
gress, and gained the necéssary ex- 
perience to warrant this further de- 
velopment.

Supply And Distribution 
Control 


It would be impossible to achieve 
during wartime without some control 
over the supply and distribution of 
the goods and services needed for a 
reasonable standard of living. Can- 
ada has achieved a remarkable degree 
of success in the application of these, 
as well as other controls. After near- 
lv five years of war the Canadian 
standard of living is still relatively 
high, ‘While there have been short- 
ages of particular things, there haa 
been nothing like the drastic short- 
ages and consequent terrible hoara- 
ings of the last war. 

This comparatively easy position 
is not the result of chance. Nowhora 
hav more comprehensive controls 
been applied than in the field of dis- 
tribution and supply. It is here also 
that controls become more _ than 
purely national. Some materials have 
been in short supply all over the 
world, and the splendid way in which 
the United nations have co-operated 
in ensuring that each country has its 
fair share is a happy augury of the 
possibilities of continued internationa] 
co operation. 

The first step in satisfying ¢s- 
sential civilian needs is to see that 
essential imports are available. The 
government works in closa co-opern- 
tion with’ the governments of other 
countries to ensure that needed sup- 
plies are distributed fairly. 

The next step in the process of 
sharing supplies equitably is to see 
that these imported -matarials, as 
well as domestic materials, are  ai- 
located justly between war and civil- 
ian uses, The Wartime Industries 
Control Board is the agency most 
directly concerned with ensuring thut 
materials necessary for war  pro- 
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sential civilian uses, 

Supplies of raw materials are al- 
located between amnufacturers.. To 
aid in stretching the available ma- 
terials as far as possible, prograins 
of simplification and conservation 
have been instituted. ‘While these 
have also had some effect in saving 
material, Production of al] war 
goods is of course programmed, but 
in addition some civilian production 
has been programmed to 
highly essential 
first. 

It has been impossible to continue 
to manufacture many civilian  arti- 
cles which might have made life 
more pleasant, but on the while the 
civilian has not suffered from over- 
al! shortages. 

Specific shortages do exist, however, 
and the problem then is to seq that 
the available goods are distributed 
in a fair and equitable manner. The 
fairness must apply both to manu- 
facturers and retailers and to 
sumers. 

The whole system of distributive 
controls has been based on the policy 
of ensuring that the consumer gets 
a fair share of the available goods 
and services, with the least disruption 
possible to the norma] channels, 
Cumbersome restrictions have been 
avoided as much as possibla. The 
success of the plan has been due to a 
large extent to thie co-operation he- 
tween the manufacturers, wholesal: 
ers and_retailers, Their continued 
co-operation will make it possible to 
see that additional supplies reach the 
consumer as quickly as they become 
available. ¢

SEASON OPENS 
NEXT FRIDAY 


The duck shooting season opens 
next Friday, September 15th. The 
regulations provide that the bag lim- 
it for ducks shall be 20 in one day 
of which not more than 10 shall be 
specie other than mallards. The limit 
for geesq is five in a day, and coots 
and rail, 25 in qa day, For Wilson’s 
or Jack Snipe the limit is five a day. 

Not more than 150 ducks or more 
than 100 rails and coots in the ag- 
gregate, or more than 100 Wiilsoni’s 
snipe shal] be shot in one season. 

The regulations also provide tnat 
no person shall have in his possession 
at any time more than 60 ducks. For 
Wilson’s snipe, the season throughout 
the province wil] be from Sept. 15th 
to November 11th. 

‘There is to be no hunting or shoot- 
ing earlier than an hour before sun- 
rise or an hour after sunset. 

The use of an automatic gun, or 
swive] or machine gun, or battery, or 


bullet, or any gun larger than number 
10 guage or any weapon other than 
a gun or a bow and arrow; and the 
use of live birds as decoys or of any 
agroplane, power-boat, sail-boat, or 
a vehicle to which a draught animal 
is attached. The hunting of migrat- 
ory game birds by the use of or ail 
of baiting with grain or other arti- 
ficial food is prohibited. 

The penalty for violation of the 
migratory bird laws is a fine of not 
more than three hundred dollars and 
not less than ten dollars, or imprison- 
ment for a term not exceeding six 
months, or both fine and imprison- 
ment, .

Sulfa Drugs 


Is Now Used In The Treatment Of 
Farm Animals 

The Sulfa drugs, which have been 
effective against a number of human 
diseases, are helping to save the lives 
of thousands of farm animals, a 
speaker reported at the American 
Veterinary Medical convention. 

Dr. W. T. S. Thorp, of Pennsyl- 
vania State College said extensive 
research has shown that sulfthalidine 
and sulfaguanadine produce ‘very 
good results” when used for swine 
enteritis, an intestinal inflammation. 

Sulfathalidine showed ‘favorable 
results’, he said on 75 cases of calf 
scours, a form of septicemia. Use of 
sulfamerazine for calf pneumonia has 
been ‘‘very encouraging”, he added.

German Officers Terrified When Bomb 
Strikes Prison Camp Area 


So scared were German officers in 
a prisoner of war camp in southern 
England when a flying bomb fell in 
the vicinity—without doing any dam- 
age to the house in which they are 
living—that they made formal ap- 
plication to the camp commandant to 
be moved away from the area. Sir 
James Grigg, War Secretary, how- 
ever, told the House of Commons that 
existing arrangements for the accom- 
modation of German prisoners of war 
would not be altered.

‘Of the 182 women sought by tne 
Women’s Social Department last 
year, 104 have been found, so far. 
Salvation Army War Service Depart- 
ment looks after inquiries about fam- 
ilies of men and women on active 
eervice. Of these, about 300 casea 
were satisfactorily concluded. 
Unimpressive figures for an impress- 
ive piece of work! Of the heart-rend- 
ing, dramatic incidences that oe 
cur, the following is typical:
